A CAUTION 

The engine compartment contains many mechanisms and fluids that may move sud¬ 
denly, become hot, or become electrically energized. To avoid death or serious injury, 
observe the following precaution. 

■ When working on the engine compartment 

• Keep hands, clothing, and tools away from the moving fan and engine drive belt. 

参 Be careful not to touch the engine, radiator, exhaust manifold, etc. right after driv¬ 
ing as they may be hot. Oil and other fluids may also be hot. 

• Do not leave anything that may burn easily, such as paper or rags, in the engine 
compartment. 

• Do not smoke, cause sparks or expose an open flame to fuel or the battery. Fuel 
and battery fumes are flammable. 

• Be extremely cautious when working on the battery. It contains poisonous and 
corrosive sulfuric acid.

■ When working near the electric cooling fan or radiator grille 

Be sure the engine switch is OFF. 

With the engine switch in IG-ON mode, the electric cooling fan may automatically 
start to run if the air conditioning is on and/or the coolant temperature is high.

Wear safety glasses to prevent flying or falling material, fluid spray, etc. from getting 
in the eyes.

• When raising the vehicle, do not place any objects on top of or underneath the 
jack. 

参 Vehicles with electronically modulated air suspension: 

Be sure to turn off the height control and stop the engine. Otherwise, the vehicle 
height may change in the automatic leveling function. (^P168)

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■ Engine oil consumption 

参 The amount of engine oil consumed depends on the oil viscosity, the quality of 
the oil and the way the vehicle is driven. 

• More oil is consumed under driving conditions such as high speeds, frequent 
acceleration and deceleration. 


• A new engine consumes more oil. 

• When judging the amount of oil consumption, keep in mind that the oil may 
have become diluted, making it difficult to judge the true level accurately. 

参 Oil consumption: Max.1.1 qt./ 600 miles, 0.9 Imp.qt./ 600 miles (1.0 L per 1000 
km)

■ After changing the engine oil (if equipped)

■ Used engine oil 

参 Used engine oil contains potentially harmful contaminants which may cause skin 
disorders such as inflammation or skin cancer, so care should be taken to avoid 
prolonged and repeated contact. To remove used engine oil from your skin, wash 
thoroughly with soap and water. 

• Dispose of used oil and filters only in a safe and acceptable manner. Do not dis¬ 
pose of used oil and filters in household trash, in sewers or onto the ground. 

Call your Lexus dealer, service station or auto parts store for information con¬ 
cerning recycling or disposal. 

参 Do not leave used engine oil within the reach of children.

Only use Toyota Super Long Life Coolant or similar high quality ethylene glycol 
based non-silicate, non-amine, non-nitrite, and non-borate coolant with long-life 
hybrid organic acid technology. 

U.S.A.: Toyota Super Long Life Coolant is a mixture of 50% coolant and 50% 
deionized water. (Enabled: -31 °F [-35。〔]) 

Canada: Toyota Super Long Life Coolant is a mixture of 55% coolant and 45% 
deionized water. (Enabled: -44°F [-42°C]) 

For more details about engine coolant, contact your Lexus dealer. 


A CAUTION 

■ When the engine is hot 

Do not remove the coolant reservoir cap. 

The cooling system may be under pressure and may spray hot coolant if the cap is 
removed, causing burns or other injuries. 


/!\ NOTICE 

■ When adding engine coolant 

Coolant is neither plain water nor straight antifreeze. The correct mixture of water 
and antifreeze must be used to provide proper lubrication, corrosion protection 
and cooling. Be sure to read the antifreeze or coolant label. 

■ If you spill coolant 

Be sure to wash it off with water to prevent it damaqing parts or paint.

Check the radiator and condenser, and clear any foreign objects.

A CAUTION 

■ Chemicals in the battery 

A battery contains poisonous and corrosive sulfuric acid and may produce hydro¬ 
gen gas which is flammable and explosive. To reduce the risk of death or serious 
injury, take the following precautions while working on or near battery: 

• Do not cause sparks by touching the battery terminals with tools. 

• Do not smoke or light a match near the battery. 

参 Avoid contact with eyes, skin and clothes. 

• Never inhale or swallow electrolyte. 

参 Wear protective safety glasses when working near the battery. 

参 Keep children away from the battery. 

■ Where to safely charge the battery 

Always charge the battery in an open area. Do not charge the battery in a garage or 
closed room where there is not sufficient ventilation. 

■ Howto recharge the battery 

Only perform a slow charge (5 A or less). The battery may explode if charged at a 
quicker rate. 

■ Emergency measures regarding electrolyte 

•け electrolyte gets in your eyes 

Flush your eyes with clean water for at least 15 minutes and get immediate medi¬ 
cal attention. If possible, continue to apply water with a sponge or cloth while 
traveling to the nearest medical facility. 

•け electrolyte gets on your skin 

Wash the affected area thoroughly. If you feel pain or burning, get medical atten¬ 
tion immediately. 

•け electrolyte gets on your clothes 

It can soak through clothing on to your skin. Immediately take off the clothing and 
follow the procedure above if necessary. 

参け you accidentally swallow electrolyte 

Drink a large quantity of water or milk. Follow with milk of magnesia, beaten raw 
egg or vegetable oil. い et emergency medical attention immediately.

■ When recharging the battery 

Never recharge the battery while the engine is running. Also, be sure all accesso¬ 
ries are turned off. 

■ When replacing the battery 

Replace the battery with a battery of the same size. 

Installing a battery of a different size will prevent the cover from being properly 
installed over the battery. This may cause water to enter the engine compartment 
when it rains or the vehicle is washed, resulting in a malfunction. 

For more information about replacing the battery, contact your Lexus dealer.

Your Lexus is equipped with a tire pressure warning system that uses 
tire pressure warning valves and transmitters to detect low tire infla¬ 
tion pressure before serious problems arise. (^R 572, 577) 
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4-3. Do-it-yourself maintenance 


■ Installing tire pressure warning valves and transmitters 

When replacing tires or wheels, tire pressure warning valves and trans¬ 
mitters must also be installed. Tire pressure warning valves and transmit¬ 
ters can be installed in any of the following three ways: 

• Tire pressure warning valves and transmitters can be removed from the 
old wheels and installed on the new wheels. 

• When replacing only the tire, the tire pressure warning valve and trans¬ 
mitter already installed on the wheel does not need to be replaced. 

• Replacing both a wheel and its tire pressure warning valve and trans¬ 
mitter. 

When new tire pressure warning valves and transmitters are installed, new 
tire pressure warning valve and transmitter ID codes must be registered in 
the ECU and tire pressure warning system must be initialized. 

I Initializing the tire pressure warning system 

■ The tire pressure warning system must be initialized in the following 
circumstances: 

• When tire pressure warning valves and transmitters are replaced. 

• When driving with the tires inflated to a higher than standard tire 
pressure. 

When the tire pressure warning system is initialized, the current tire 
pressure is set as the pressure benchmark. 
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I Howto initialize the tire pressure warning system 

■M 1 I Park the vehicle in safe place and turn off the engine. 

While the vehicle is moving, initialization is not performed. 

■aa 2 1 Adjust the tire pressure to the specified pressure. (^R 619) 

■M3I Start the engine. 

Make sure to adjust the tire pressure to the specified level. The tire 
pressure warning system will operate based on this pressure level. 

Press and hold the tire pressure 
warning reset switch for at least 3 
seconds. 

The tire pressure warning light will 
flash 3 times and a message will be 
shown on the multi-information 
display to indicate that initialization 
has started.

回 Wait a few minutes for the multi-information display to show the 
tire inflation pressures (5 tires), and turn the engine switch OFF. 
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I Registering ID codes 

The tire pressure warning valve and transmitter is equipped with a unique 
ID code. When replacing a tire pressure warning valve and transmitter, it 
is necessary to register the ID code of tire pressure warning valve and 
transmitter. Have the ID code registered by your Lexus dealer. 

If the ID code is not registered, the system will not work properly. After 
more than 20 minutes, the tire pressure warning light blinks to indicate a 
system malfunction. 


■ When to replace your vehicle's tires 

Tires should be replaced if: 

♦ You have tire damage such as cuts, splits, cracks deep enough to expose the 
fabric or bulges indicating internal damage 

参 A tire goes flat repeatedly or cannot be properly repaired due to the size or 
location of a cut or other damage 

If you are not sure, consult with your Lexus dealer. 

■ Tire life 

Any tire over 6 years old must be checked by a qualified technician even if they 
have seldom or never been used or damage is not obvious. 

■ If the tread wears down below 0.16 in. (4 mm) on snow tires 

The effectiveness of snow tires is lost. 

■ If the tire pressure warning reset switch is pressed while the vehicle is moving 

Initialization will not be performed. Before performing initialization, stop the vehicle 
in a safe place and turn off the engine. (^P 512) 

■ If you push the tire pressure reset switch accidentally 

If initialization is performed, adjust the tire inflation pressure to the specified level 
and initialize the system again. 

■ When the initialization of the tire pressure warning system has failed 

Initialization can be completed in a few minutes. However, in the following cases, 
the settings has not been recorded and the system will not operate properly. If 
repeated attempts to record tire inflation pressure settings are unsuccessful, have 
the vehicle inspected by your Lexus dealer. 
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• When operating the tire pressure warning reset switch, the warning light does 
not flash and the setting message does not appear on the multi-information dis¬ 
play- 

• After driving for a certain period of time since the initialization has been com¬ 
pleted, the warning light flashes. 

■ When the tire pressure warning valves and transmitter are removed from the 
wheel on occasions such as when replacing tires 

The tire inflation pressure data updated before servicing is retained. 

■ Routine tire inflation pressure checks 

The tire pressure warning system does not replace routine tire inflation pressure 
checks. Make sure to check tire inflation pressure as part of your routine of daily 
vehicle checks. 

■ Maximum load of tire 

Check that the maximum load of the replaced tire is greater than 1/z of the Gross 
Axle Weight Ratings (GAWR) of either the front axle or the rear axle, whichever is 
greater. 

As for the maximum load of the tire, see the load limit at maximum cold tire inflation 
pressure mentioned on the sidewall of the tire, and as for the Gross Axle Weight 
Ratings (GAWR), see the Certification Label. (^P 519, 619). 

■ Tire types 

1 Summer tires 

Summer tires are high-speed performance tires best suited to highway driving 
under dry conditions. Since summer tires do not have the same traction perfor¬ 
mance as snow tires, summer tires are inadequate for driving on snow-covered 
or icy roads. For driving on snow-covered roads or icy roads, the use of snow tires 
is recommended. When installing snow tires, be sure to replace all four tires. 

2 All season tires 

All season tires are designed to provide better traction in snow and to be ade¬ 
quate for driving in most winter conditions, as well as for use year round. All sea¬ 
son tires, however, do not have adequate traction performance compared with 
snow tires in heavy or loose snow. Also, all season tires fall short in acceleration 
and handling performance compared with summer tires in highway driving. 
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3 bnow tires 

For driving on snow-covered roads or icy roads, we recommend using snow tires. 
If you need snow tires, select tires of the same size, construction and load capac¬ 
ity as the originally installed tires. Since your vehicle has radial tires as original 
equipment, make sure your snow tires also have radial construction. Do not install 
studded tires without first checking local regulations for possible restriction. 
Snow tires should be installed on all wheels. (^P187) 

■ Initializing the tire pressure warning system 

Initialize the tires with the tire inflation pressure adjusted to the specified level.

• Do not mix summer, all season and winter tires.

Do not use tires if you do not know how they were used previously. 

■ When initializing the tire pressure warning system 

Do not push the tire pressure warning reset switch without first adjusting the tire 
inflation pressure to the specified level. Otherwise, the tire pressure warning light 
may not come on even if the tire inflation pressure is low, or it may come on when 
the tire not inflation pressure is actually normal.

■ Repairing or replacing tires, wheels and tire pressure warning valves and trans¬ 
mitters

These conditions may cause losses in tire inflation pressure, reducing the cushion¬ 
ing ability of the tires. In addition driving on rough roads may cause damage to the 
tires themselves, as well as the vehicle's wheels and body.

参 Water has built up inside the headlight. 

■ Discharge headlights 

If voltage to the discharge bulbs is insufficient, the bulbs may not come on, or may 
go out temporarily. The discharge bulbs will come on when normal power is 
restored. 

■ LED stop lights and high mounted stoplight 

The stop lights and high mounted stoplight consists of a number of LEDs. If any of 
the LEDs burn out, take your vehicle to your Lexus dealer to have the light replaced. 
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A CAUTION 

■ Replacing light bulbs 

参 Turn off the headlights. Do not attempt to replace the bulb immediately after turn¬ 
ing off the headlights. 

The bulbs become very hot and may cause burns. 

• Do not touch the glass portion of the light bulb with bare hands. Hold the bulb by 
the plastic or metal portion. 

If the bulb is scratched or dropped it may blow out or crack. 

• Fully install light bulbs and any parts used to secure them. Failing to do so may 
result in heat damage, fire, or water entering the headlight unit. This may damage 
the headlights or cause condensation to build up on the lens. 

参 Do not attempt to take apart or repair the low beam discharge headlight bulbs, 
connectors, power supply circuits, or related components. 

Doing so could result in electric shock and serious injury or death. 

■ Discharge headlights 

• Contact your Lexus dealer before replacing discharge headlights (including light 
bulbs). 

参 Do not touch the high-intensity discharge headlight's high voltage socket when 
the headlights are turned on. 

An extremely high voltage of 2000 0 V will be discharged and could result in 
serious injury or death by electric shock. 

■ To prevent damage or fire 

Make sure bulbs are fully seated and locked. 
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
